in the area of improving state administra- 
tion. When the governor spoke to the sen- 
ate committee he pointed out the statutory 
purposes of the Department of Administra- 
tion. Among them was this one which may 
be in point right now: "To assure the legis- 
lature and the governor that the services 
are being provided to the public at the 
agreed upon quantity, quality and cost; and 
to anticipate and resolve administrative 
and financial problems faced by the agen- 
cies, governor and legislature of the state." 


Under those broad terms we think Mr. 


Nusbaum could find authority to go to the 
aid of Superintendent John M. Garstecki 
of the Southern Colony and Training School 
at Union Grove. Garstecki complained a 
short time ago that "someone was derelict" 
in the construction of a $3,250,000 building 


seven years afo. Thfe building, which 
bouses about MO persons including most 
of the colony'* infant patients, has "leaked 
like a sieve" ever since it was built The 
superintendent complains that he has re- 
ported the leaking roof to state officials 
"countless times" but no one has taken any 
action. 
» 


The superintendent-doesn't know, he 


says, who was at fault but he indicates that 
it may have been someone in the State De- 
partment of Public Welfare, the State 
Building Commission or the Bureau of En- 
gineering. Recently it has been reported 
that'$45,000 has been made available to 
make- repairs on the roof but it is doubted 
that the amount will be sufficient The col- 
ony has been in the news recently with re- 
ports of many deaths due in part, at least, 
to a form of dysentery that sweeps the 
colony in waves. Garstecki said with refer- 
ence to the leaky roof that "when it rains 
we have to rearrange the wards so that the 
water won't drip into the cribs." 


It is apparent that in the opinion of 


Garstecki the state was cheated when this 
building was turned over for use. We would 
like to know just what weakness in the 
state administration permits such a thing 
to happen. The Department of Administra- 
tion would not only win a plume for its 
hat in clearing upithis situation but it also 
would save the state a great deal of money 
in the future if all contractors and builders 
were put on notice that such cheating will 
not go unpunished. 


Up f he Hill and Down Again 


Members of the Wisconsin Retail Inde- 


pendent Grocers association must have had 
the feeling, as they read the recently pub- 
lished legislative proposals of their asso- 
ciation, that they were passing themselves 
going in the other direction. For the associ- 
ation marched up the hill called "Free Com- 
petition" and then marched right down 
again. 


The grocers want the legislature to per- 


mit them to sell so-called proprietary medi- 
cines, which under Wisconsin law are now 
restricted to sale in drugstores. They argue 
that this law interferes with "the method of 
free competition." 


But then the grocers ask for another law 


from the legislature prohibiting the use of 
trading stamps as a promotion technique. 


Hasty Reaction 


The refusal of a Long Island high school 


boy to accept a citizenship award from the 
American Legion because he did not re- 
spect the policies of the organization was 
a flagrant example of bad manners. But the 
subsequent withholding of two other awards 
from the same boy was pretty silly. The 
whole affair ought to have the effect of 
turning the attention of the public, and ed- 
ucators in particular, to the matter of such 
awards. 


The prizes, supposed to be given to the 


boy and transferred to a couple of other 
members of the honor society, were in 
English and history. The explanation for 
the change was the boy no longer exempli- 
fied "the, highest type of leadership be- 
cause of his actions." But exactly why were 
the awards being given in the first place? 
And what constitutes "leadership?" 


Some awards are presented entirely 


upon the basis of scholarship and this at 
least can be measured with some exactness 
although even a student's grades depend to 
some extent upon the opinion his teachers 
have of him. If these history and English 
awards were supposed to be given to the

Everything 
was ripe for a Glorious 
Fourth. 


Early in June we had be- 


gun to make" our plans, be- 
cause fireworks cost money 
and nvney had to be earned. 
There was a great, deal of 
lawn-mowing and errand- 
running, and the movies had 
to get along without our 11- 
cent admission fees. Then, 
a few days ahead, paper 
signs saying "Fireworks" 
were pasted to the sides of 
temporary shacks. 


Biggest Salutes 


As we lined up to buy, 


most of us had lists to fol- 
low. We wanted the largest 
possible amount of noise for 
bur money, so as a rule we 
invested heavily in the big- 
best salutes the law would 
allow. Then we bought Chi- 
nese firecrackers, ranging in 
size from two or three inches 
to little inch-long ones which 
we usually set off a whole 
package at a time. 


We also bought torpedoes 


and snakes, snakes because, 
amidst much noise that left 
nothing to the imagination, 
they were silent and some- 
thing of a mystery. 


The Fourth of July was « 


male celebration. 
Women 


were not expected to have 
any part in it — except per- 
haps when 'Mothers were 
called to bind up burned 
hands. There was a tacit un- 
derstanding that, within lim- 
its, a boy could work off the 
pent-up aggressions and en- 
ergies that were ordinarily 
suppressed by the joyless 
adult rules hemming him in. 


The First Victim 


We were up at dawn on the 


Fourth, and from then until 
bedtime we lived in a world 
of danger, activity, loud 
noises, brass bands, runa- 
way horses, and continuous 
excitement. 


Our first task was to visit 


a neighbor marked for our 
special atte n t i o n — the 
school principal. We each lit 
a firecracker and tossed it 


at his bedroom window, and 
then scattered to the nearest 
trees. Although our attack 
produced no visible result, 
we assured ourselves that 
every cracker had fallen 
squarely on his bed and that 
we had repaid him for all his 
restrictions upon our liber- 
ties. 


It was this beautifully sim- 


ple balancing of accounts 
that made the Fourth not 
only a playday, but a way of 
getting back at the adult 
world. 
Race With Danger 


There was drama in every 


explosion. There was always 
the chance that no matter 
how carefully you ignited the 
fuse, the fire would run to 
the powder faster than you 
could run away. Part of the 
fun was in seeing how close 
you could come in a race of 
this sort and still win. One 
way was to hold the fire- 
cracker in one hand while you 
lit it with the other, and then, 
just as the fizzing red line 
of fire reached the fuse's 
end, to throw it as far as you 
could. As a result of my 
mother's predictions, I al- 
ways expected to lose a fin- 
ger doing this. But I still 
have them all. 


After breakfast we began 


experimenting with ways of 


increasing the noise or using 
the impact of the explosion. 
One of our favorites was to 
set a salute on a stone or 
slate, light the fuse, quickly 
drop a tin can on it, and 
then get out of the way. 
Then we would try two or 
three salutes, until we had 
pails sailing higher than the 
tallest elms. 


My father was especially 


fond of these can-lifting op- 
erations. We knew he want- 
ed to shoot a few himself, 
so we provided the materi- 
als.

tions, lighted the fuse and 
stepped back. The bucket 
rose gracefully above the 
roof, lost momentum, then 
turned and fell with an aim- 
ed precision into the chim- 
ney.

By mid-morning we were 


down on Main St. waiting 
for the parade. On this par- 
ticular Fourth we also had a 
human fly who climbed up 
the outside of our local sky- 
scraper — a six-story build- 
ing with a fancy cornice on 
which he rode a bicycle.

over, we could hear the 


tentative drumbeats of the 
band assembling at the mon- 
ument square.

This time it 
happened just after the pa- 
rade had passed — a thun- 
der of hoofs, a volley of 
shouts, and a crowd of run- 
ning men.

There was only one dark 


spot in the day's program — 
the Fourth of July oration. 
This year the speaker was 
our school principal. As he 
stood up we knew he might 
go on for an-hour. Yet it nev- 
er occurred to us to walk 
out. He was part of the day's 
ritual.

There was a ball game, 


but I didn't go. The after- 
noon heat settled over us 
like a thick blanket, leaving 
us limp and lazy. We lay on 


the grass, tossing a fire- 
cracker now and then, rest- 
ing up for the evening pro* 
gram. 


After supper there was an- 


other round of activity, be- 
ginning with a carnival that 
included such attractions as 
the man whose heart wa§ 
exposed to view, "real" Ha- 
waiian dancers, a Ferris 
wheel, a merry-go-round and 
a snap-the-whip. 


Biggest Blast 


By 9:30 it was dark enough 


for the fireworks exhibit. 
The pieces were mostly pa- 
triotic. There was an air- 
plane with a pinwheel whirl- 
ing around for a propeller. 
Uncle Sam rode in a car with 
revolving wheels. Then an 
aerial bomb would burst 
over our heads in an um- 
brella of colored 
flowers. 


And at the end an American 
flag appeared in full and 
glowing color, a barrage of 
bombs exploded in little 
bursts of light above us, 
echoing up and down the 
surrounding hills, and the 
display was over. • 


But there was one event 


still to come. We had our 
own night pieces to shoot 
off. Because our yard was 
large, friends brought theif 
stuff over. Pinwheefs, Rom- 
an candles, flower pots, 
sparklers, fire fountains, and 
skyrockets — we had them 
all. 


Best were the skyiockets, 


because they were the most 
dangerous. We placed them 
in a wooden trough aimed at 
the open space between the 
tall elms, just over our barn 
roof. But skyrockets had a 
somewhat mulish disposi- 
tion. They made a great 
sputter before moving up the 
trough, and sometimes they 
burned without taking off at 
all. 


I suppose the principal of 


our school thought it was 
with premeditated 
malice 


that one of our rockets chose 
to go after him. It chased 
him around the yard and 
ran him up a steep bank in a 
way that was gratifying to 
see. It was a perfect conclu- 
sion to a Glorious Fourth.
